Public opinion has been shocked beyond c-xpres-uon 


at the revelations of the oil leases. 
The late President 


Harding's action in arbitrarily repealing a law by execu- 
tive order and overturning a settled conservation policy 
of the Government is an unhappy feature of the scandal 
which had rocked the White House save for the inter- 
vention of death. Fall's ghastly betrayal of his high trust 
has drenched the land in moral nausea. The offu-e-boy 
role of Denby in the infamy was humiliating, but his de- 
fiance of public indignation and senatorial criticism fol- 
lowing the disclosures of the deal, and his insolent bra- 
vado that he would dp the same thing again, added insult 
to injurv and extinguished any* remote claim for courtesy 
or consideration which might have been urged in his 
behalf. 


Young Roosevelt, whose name carries the magic of 


expectancy, is a minor figure in the sordid drama, a mere 
supernumerary, but a dreary disappointment because of 
his failure to perceive and protest the iniquity. The in- 
action of Daugherty, from which Standard Oil has profit- 
ed so hugely in golden California, completes the Attorney- 
General's disqualification for the office to which he was 
appointed in disregard of public judgment. 


The demands of propriety and politics for the re- 


moval of those officials are of secondary importance, tho 
they must be included in the accounting. 
For men to 


continue as departmental heads who are involved in a 
transaction which the President seeks to annul by counsel 
he has specially chosen for the task were a brazen para-1 
dox. The political burden of such an affront would be a 
crushing load to Mr. Coolidge and his party. 


Just how crushing it would be can only be guessed,

EVERAL days ago the Washington correspondents 


went to bat with Mr. Daugherty's record as Attorney

and in which he was beaten and humiliated in the courts. 


Yesterday the same paper editorially refers to a

Sender Gets Letter 


Mailed 63 Years Ago 


Unknown in Capital; 


Secret Conference Is
